| Moreouer, the-{ayd Earle could not for 
get to aduertiſe his maicſtic, that beyond 
the ſeas men began to bee grecued at the 
French fashions, and to waxeloth to deale 
with them,bycauſe they bewray themſelues 
to goc vnſoundly to worke,and to ſeckefor 
nothing but diſs:mulation: as not long ago 
whyle the Queene of England was delibera- 
ting vppon tg treatig of marzage _— 
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hir Maieſtic and the Duke, in the meane 
whyle shippes of warre were {ent priuily in 
to Scotlan c, to ſhrre vp and mayntayne 
troubles there, and to make them {pred by 
lttleand little into England. | 
Agayne,thebrute gocth commonly here, 
that the men whom his Maic{he fendeth 
abroad,are ail of them {pics which come to 
diſcouer what 1s done 1n' princes houſes, & 
moreouer that all the diſcourſes which his 
Maicſtie maketh with Ambaſiadours,({pe- 
cially in the name of the Pope) and all the 
diſpatches which he maketh vato Rome,are 
but tales and: colours of ailurance of good 
will, too ouerthrowe the proteſtantes on all 
{ydes,and namely the foreſayd princes. 
And that there appeareth ſo much diſsi= 
mulation and eh in his maic{hes let- 
ters and wordes,as men cannot tell howe to 
truſt themin any good caſe: lyke as in his 
letters written to the ſayd princes vpon the 
wounding of the Lord Admirall, when hee 
had giuen them to vnderſtande that he was 
fore difpleated at thereceyt of ſuchea mil 
chaunce,and would make ſuch an example 
of iuſtice of it, as shoulde bee remembered 
while the world indured: A two dayes after, 
he cauſed it to be proclaymed that it was his. 
owne dooing,

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Fyrthermore,how much aſſurance ſb egex 
his maie{ite gane after thedeath of the ſayd 
E.Admirallthroughout all places of his do 
minjon, that he meant not neyther would, 
that any man $hould by any meanes alter 
his Edi of pacification : it can not in any 
wy ic agree with Uie warre which he maketh 
preicatiy againſt his fuviectes of the rel1g1- 
on,and much letle with his own ſaying that 
he would not ſuffer any other Religion tha 
his owne within his realme, 

By reaſon of which perſauaſions,theprince 
cannot thinke that his Mateſties promiſing 
to ſuccour him in the oftet which he cauſed 
to be made to the ſayd Earie without condi 
c10n,was ſpoken with aplaynmeaning hart, 
put rather feareth that the fame proceeded 
out of the ſelfefame shopp that the formcr 
things came, becauſe that 1n the letters of 
the Spanishe Ambaſladour which were ſur» 
prifeda wiileagoe as they were comminge 
out of Fraunce to the Puke of Alua, 1t was 
ſeene that the Queene mother vſed ſuche 
fpeech as thus: I cannot thinke that theſe ſo 
good Chriſtians will make any agreement 
with the Heretikes: shee ſpake thoſe words 
of the Prince to his hinderaunce,and there- 
fore it is valykely that there was any good 
meaning towards the furtherance of his af- 
fayres. | | -* "T8 
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The ſaid Earle beſecheth his Maicſbe yit 
further, to {et before his eyes wiat hee hath 
oftentymes toldehim of the Cardinall of 
Lorreine: namely, tiat his dooings were ſo 

| ſuſpiciouſe on all {ydes,that whereas he was 
in credit with his Maieſtie, and had tlic or 
dering of all his afftaires, it was not too bee 
thought{(ſo farre as could bee ſcene) that hee 
would deale ſoundly or vacorruptly in any 
thing,by reaſon of the great priitic whicli 
he had with the Spaniardes: yea and muche 
leiſe,in afmuchas it is reported,that he hath | 

| offered his maielttc a great fumme of mo- 

ney,to imploy it againit theproteſtants. 

; - Moreouer, the ſayd Earle beſcecheth his 
Maieſhe to call to mynd,what his highneſle 
hath ſayd vnto him oftetimes: namely, that. 
he conlidered well the miſchiefes that had 
aſſayled him on all ſydes,; and that if hee 
might by Gods = once remedie them, 
by the peace which he hath payned himſelf 
ſo much to make,he would take good heed, 
that he fellno more into them, For wheras 
he isat this hower further ouer the shoes th& 
cucr he was;through the connſcll of ſuch as

| of Chattres,hehad the prince of Code, 


Madame de Roye,and orher noble per- 
ſons & gentlemen,priſoners in the Ba- 
ſtile of Paris and elſewhere,was ſudden- 
ly taken away by the hand of God to. 
the great deſtitution and ſorow of thoſe 
that depended yppon his Maieſtie. 
Charlcs theninth,now lately deceaſed 
ſecond ſonne of King Henry ,and yon- 
nr to the ſayd Frauncis, when 


_hethought himſelfe deliuercd of thoſe 
whom he ſuppoſed daungerous to his 


eſtate,and whom he charged with moſt 


haynous conſpiracie , found afterward 
mightie reſiſtance by the remnants of 
that execution,by whom theſe Articles 
'of requeſt were. preſented vnto him: 


whereuppon hath not followed ſuch full 


© eoncluſion as had ben to bee wished for 
the quiet of that kyngdom. Since which 
Ttime,and thelamentable troubles depen 


 ding,when the ſayd kyng had his owne 
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| Thedeceaſe of the 
Brother, with the. next Prince of his 
bloud , his greateſt: Mareshals of his 
Realme,and a number of noble men,in 
cuſtodie and priſon,and dayly expeQa- 
tion was ofa totall deſtruction of ſome 


pa of his ſubic&es, God hath added 


1m to his aunceſters.' 


The circumſtances of his diſcaſs, the. 


cauſe,occaſion and maner of his death, 


pertayneth notto ys.It was the woorke 


of God. No doubt, hee lacked not the 
care ofa morher,the counſell of Phiſici- 
ans and cunning perſons, the helpe, ad- 
niſe,wish and praier of the famous king 
his brother, and all that men might do, 
But Kynges who to vs in reſemblance 
are Gods , to them ſelues in Nature be 
men.
